I was born in-a tows:iin the vicinity of Salem... My 
parents, who were both members of a Calvanistic 
Charch;‘are now dead, and wuch I fear that my un- 
worthy conduct hurried'thém to the grave. My father 
wasa shoe manufscturer, which trade he followed till 
his death. By untiring assiduity to his business, and 
rigid habits of economy, he amassed about fifty thous- 
and doflars. In his will, accompanied with a long let- 
ter of advice, he bequeathed me one fourth of this sum, 
to be paid on my reaching the age of twenty five years. 
God grant l may abide by the former, and make good 
use of the latter, which if I adhere to my present deter- 
mination, I most assuredly shall, I have one brother, 
a merchant in this city, and two sisters, one of whom is 
the wife of Dr ——, and the other wasrecent!y married 
to Mr ——. 

The youngest of the family, I was of course the pet. 
Preposscasing in appearance, I was an universal favor- 
ite—at school and at ho:ne. My mother’s visitors were 
not always careful that I did not hear their commenda-| 
tions of the ‘‘beautiful boy.’ Praise aside, was indecd 
the only adulation that pleased me, for even whilea boy 
undisguised and fulsome flattery disgusted and displeas- 
ed me. At school too, the system of favoritism marked 
me the best scholar—none were more perfect in their 
recitations—my pen bore away the palm—and at ac- 
counts | was deemed a second Zerah Colburn.

I had too much common sense to let adulation utterly 
spoil me—ou the contrary it served as a stimulant to re- 
doubled exertion; sv much so that at the age of twelve, 
my teacher recommended my removal to a higher 
echool. 

It was then determined that I should attend a term or 
two at Bradford Academy. Such a course my father, 
deemed would be the very acme of learning, qualifica- 
tion fit for any and every thing. My mother, who had 
long in secret cherished the hope of seeing her son adorn 
the pulpit, regarded it as only one of the slips prepara- 
tory to a course of Divinity at Andover. Two years I 
spent at Bradford, happily and profitably for myself,and 
pleasantly with my schoolmates, who without exception 
expressed theic regret at my departure. On my re- 
tuse heme, h tecameé debatable matter with my father 
whether to learn me his business, or, as my mother wish- 

ed, send me to College. My mother carried her point. 
A week’s time had been spent by my mother and sis. 
ters in the preparation of my wardrobe, and a full suit 
of Oxford Mixed fitted by the first ‘‘man tailor,’’ who 
ever undertook my outward adornment. On the Satur- 
day previous to the Wednesday on which I was toleave 
home for college, my father, wanting a few articles 
which were used in his business, and feeling considera- 
ble confidence in my abilities, sent ae to Boston to pur- 
chase them. 


I found the goods I wanted at the store of Mesers 
— & ——, Kilby strect. On settling the bill I had’ 


something of a contreversy with the merchant respect- 
ing the premium on Boston money to which I was en- 


titled and which he was unwilling to allow me. After 
making some particular enquiries respecting my father’s 
business, &c and asking how I was employed at home, 
he remarked that I was rather sharp, and allowed the 
premium. I returnedto complete my preparations for 


college—but affairs took a turn altogether unexpected, 
and for me an unfortunate one. * 

On Monday my father received a letter from the 
merchants with whom I had traded which after compli- 
menting him on the tact of his son, wound up with a 
proposal to take me into their store. As the terms on 
which I was to be received were remarkably advanta- 
geous, and as my father’s vanity was rather flattered 








ever, poor fellow, about six months after, when to 

rid of them, they were sacfificed at auction to the tune 
of about 40 cents on the dollar. Hundreds of other lit- 
tle knaveries were practised, but my memory does not 
now serve me to enun.evate any particular one, were it 
indeed necessary to recount more.

During my first year’s service J often received 
from my perents, urging on me the necessity of honest 
and upright conduct and strict fidelity to my employers, 
This last, I believe, only deterred me from writi 
home an account of my master’s which had I done, I 
should most assuredly not have remained another day 
under their roof. 

It was a custom of my e.nployers to board their clerks 
in their own families, more, as I once heard one of them 
remark, to keep them steady, than from any matter of 
economy. Itfell to my lot to board with the junior 
partner of the concern and share a bed with the next 
oldest clerk. I mention this circumstance to show my 
first acquaintance and connection with one who was in 
a great measure the cause of making we the thing I am. 
He was one of those volatile and ag:e:able persons, 
who readily secure the esteem of all with whom they 
become acquainted. It ia not strange, therefore, that 
with all the openness of disposition, which is my pre- 
vailing characteristic, that we soon became strongly at-' 
tached to each other. 

Joe, for that was the name by which I familiarly cal- 
led him, had been but a year in the store when I com- 
menced. He knew but little about the business and in 
every other respect was infinitely my inferior. 

It might naturally be supposed that the preference for! 
my services over Joseph’s which my employers took no 
pains to conceal, would have awakened him to jealousy. 
Put it was otherwise. He was as indifferent to their 
good or ill opinion as to their inte est, and the discovery 
of this fact prevented my pluming myself upon their fa- 
vor. Joe’s winning manners, and artful conduct won 
upon me, till at length I began to acquire his reckless- 
ness—and put off respect for employes and their opin- 
ions, as a trait of a rustic. Joe taught me to affect the 
swell—to laugh at scrupulous truth and honesty as mus- 
ty school-boy virtues. Indeed the faithlessness of my 
‘employers to those with whom they dealt, acted as any 
thing but a corrective upon the evil example of my shop 
mate.

Corr Laws. The Review presscs the immediate con- 
sideration of the changes required in the Corn Laws, alleg- 
ing as a reason for present action, that ‘the country Is tran- 
quil, and owing to the lew price of British corn, cauzed by 
the late abundant harvest, the fall consequent on an altera- 
tion of the system, would be quite immaterial.”” Under 
the present system.a graduated ecale of duties, diminish- 
ing as the price of Britigh Corn increases, and increasing 
jas they diminish causcs' in some years the importation to 
be very great, while in others, it is absolutely nothing. The 
Reviewer recommends a permanent duty of 6s or 7s, and a 
drawback on corn exported; thus making the demand alone 
regulate the price. We have not space to go at length into 
all the arguments adduced in favor of the alteration, but one 
of the most important is the fact thata third part of the 
population of Great Britain is employed upon foreign mate- 
rials, or upon articles destined for foreign markets. In the 
United States and in almost every part of the European 
Continent, the proportion of the population dependant on 
foreign demand is so small that it could easily be provided 
for though their intercourse with foreigners were cut off.— 
In Britain, as we have seen, the reverse is true. She is 
therefore, “‘of all countries that ever existed, the least fa- 
vorably situated for restrictions on importations ;’’—partic- 
ularly where those restrictions forbid the importation of ar- 
ticles which are staples in the countries exporting them;— 
thus obliging the purchasers of English manufactured arti- 
cles to find a market for the sale of their own articles of ex- 
jport before exporting English Wares.
